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THE  STORY  OF  THE  BOWL 

By  MARION  BOWEN 


TWO  hundred  years  ago  padres,  way¬ 
farers  along  El  Camino  Real,  rested 
in  this  Bowl.  Here  outlaws  hid, 
thieves  were  hung,  Indians  crept.  Here, 
for  centuries,  silence  brooded:  solitude 
waited,  for  a  ‘‘symphony  under  the 
stars!” 

Community  property  through  the 
generosity  of  two  women,  Mrs.  Chaun- 
cey  Clark  and  Mrs.  Christine  Wetherill 
Stevenson,  who  sold  their  acreage  at  a 
sacrifice  to  fur¬ 
ther  art,  the 
Bowl  rang  with 
its  first  commu¬ 
nity  music  on 
July  4,  1919.  Ar¬ 
thur  F  a  r  w  e  1 1, 
rather  of  com¬ 
munity  singing, 
spoke  of  the  fu¬ 
ture  of  this  ex¬ 
quisite  hollow, 
wnlle  hundreds 
sitting  on  t  h  e 
sylvan  hillsides 
listened  to  the 
voice  of  one  who 
read  “I  Will  Lift 
Up  Mine  Eyes 
Unto  the  Hills.” 

When  the  East¬ 
er  sun  rose  and 
faintly  flus  h  e  d 
the  Cross  far  up 
on  the  Bowl’s 
slope  in  1921, 

thousands  of  men,  women  and  children, 
Easter  sunrise  pilgrims  from  all  South¬ 
ern  California,  lifted  their  voices  joy¬ 
ously  in  praise  of  Him  wno  made  the 
Bowl  and  thus  established  a  tradition 
now  dear  to  Hollywood.  The  Cross  has 
shed  its  pale  glory  for  four  Easter 
morns  upon  the  multitude,,  who  gather 
reverently  in  this  green  ‘‘palm  of  love. 
Easter  1921,  was  the  first  time  the 
Philharmonic  Orchestra,  Walter  Henry 
Rothwell  conducting,  played  m  the 
Bowl,  and  was  the  gift  of  W.  A. 

^Twilight,  ushering  in  Christmas, 
1921  fell  on  a  vast  concourse  who  came 
to  how  before  the  lighted  Tree,  and  to 
plant  on  “Christmas  Hill”  two  smaller 
Trees  which  will  grow  and  will,  m 
time,  hear  lighted  candles  at  some  fu¬ 
ture  celebration  of  the  Birthday  of  a 
King  Twice  have  the  people  caroled 
beneath  a  lighted  Tree  here  and  bowed 
while  Men  of  the  Gospel  told  the  mean¬ 
ing  of  the  Day. 

Grand  opera,  oratorio,  pageantry  and 
works  of  the  great  Bard  all  find  added 
beauty  and  mysticism  m  tins  theater, 
their  scenes  and  melodies,  mingling 
sublimely  with  the  music  of  the 
spheres.  Schumann  -  Seinck  was  the 
first  great  artist  to  fill  these  canyons 


with  her  full-throated  notes,  on  Armis¬ 
tice  Day,  1921. 

Then,  to  the  eternal  glory  of  the 

Bowl,  came  “the  greatest  movement 
for  democracy  in  art  ever  launched  in 
the  world.” 

Conceived  by  the  beloved  “woman 
with  a  vision,”  Mrs,  Joseph  J.  Carter, 
backed  by  Fred  W.  Blanchard,  and 

supported  solely  by  the  coins  of  the 
people,  40  symphony  concerts  were 

played  here,  di¬ 
rected  by  Alfred 
Hertz.  Shatter¬ 
ing  all  prece¬ 
dent,  the  season 
finished  with  a 
balance  instead 
of  a  deficit.  The 
second  season, 
under  Emil  Ob- 
erhoffer,  made 
quite  as  great  a 
record,  and  the 
Bowl  was  freed 
from  a  heavy 
debt. 

The  Spirit  of 
the  Bowl  touch¬ 
ed  all.  They 
came  as  to  some 
vast  cathedral. 
They  sat  on  rude 
wooden  benches, 
a  quarter  of  a 
million  of  them, 
night  after  night 
and  were  melted  and  uplifted  by  the 
beauty  of  the  place  and  its  divine 

m  u  s  i  c . 

Three  symbols  live  Here.  The  Easter 
“living  cross”  of  chanting  children, 
the  redemption:  the  young,  tree  on 
Christmas  Hill  and  Memorial  Trail, 
rimming1  the  Bowl; — rebirth;  and  now 
the  Flag  of  Freedom,  waving  glorious¬ 
ly  above  while  Indians,  the  first  Amei  i- 
cans,  and  children,  the  future  citizens, 
and  the  populace,  in  which  40  nationali¬ 
ties  mingle,  sing  folk-songs  together. 
Truly  this,  our  Bowl,  is  dedicated  to 
the  very  ideals  which  mould  our  lives! 

Two  hundred  years  ago,  —  padres, 
resting  here.  Tonight,  a  smphony 
under  the  stars.  In  five,  ten,  twenty 
years, — what?  Will  we,  who  are. here 
tonight,  be  merely  another  tradition, 
like  the  padre,  the  Indian?  Or  shall 
we  perpetuate  this  Bowl  ror  the  joy  and 
me  good  of  all  future  generations, 
so  that  forever  and  ever  music,  drama, 
poetry  and  beauty  may  flourish  here, 
of,  by  and  for  the  people? 

Those  who  dream  see  a  soft  carpet¬ 
ing  of  grass  and  shrubs,  bright  flower 
beds  and  curving  pathways, — a  sylvan 
theatre  always.  And  at  the  entrance, 
low  Spanish  walls  flinging  wide  the 
hospitality  of  the  place  to  all  who  pass. 
Over  the  archway,  this — “Here  dwells 
Art,”  and  echoing  from  the  tower  the 
Chimes  of  Hollywood.

PROGRAM  NOTES 

Fourth  Symphony — Tschaikowsky 

Many  of  the  most  searching-  and  beautiful  pasages  of  this  symphony — popu¬ 
larly  labeled  the  "Fate”  symphony — owe  their  inspiration  to  an  unhappy  honey¬ 
moon.  Tschaikowsky  had  reluctantly  consented  to  marry  a  woman  with  whom 
he  was  not  at  all  in  love.  "I  leave  in  an  hour’s  time,”  he  wrote  a  few  weeks  after 
the  wedding.  “A  few  days  longer  and  I  should  have  gone  mad.”  At  this  time 
he  had  completed  work  on  the  first  movement. 

Upon  a  second  attempt  to  live  with  his  bride — this  lasted  thirteen  days — he 
underwent  a  nervous  breakdown,  remaining  unconscious  for  48  Hours.  Sent  to 
Lake  Geneva  to  recover  his  mental  composure,  he  resumed  work  on  the  sym¬ 
phony.  Its  first  performance  was  in  Moscow  in  February,  1878. 

The  composition  is  dedicated  to  Tschaikowsky’s  benefactor,  Mme.  Nadesha 
van  Meek.  In  a  leter  to  her  he  tells  the  meaning  of  the  symphony: 

"The  introduction  is  the  germ,  the  leading  idea  of  the  whoie  work.  This  is 
Fate,  that  inevitable  force  which  checks  our  aspirations  towards  happiness  ere 
they  reach  their  goal,  which  watches  jealously  lest  our  peace  and  bliss  should 
be  complete  and  cloudless — a  force  which,  like  the  sword  of  Damocles,  hangs  per¬ 
petually  over  our  heads  and  is  always  embittering  the  soul.  This  force  is  unes- 
capable  and  invincible.  There  is  no  other  course  but  to  submit  and  inwardly 
lament.” 

The  second  movement  expresses  ‘‘the  melancholy  which  steals  over  us  when

The  third  movement  is  “only 
capricious  arabesques,  intangible  forms,  which  come  into  a  man’s  head  when  he 
has  been  drinking  wine  and  his  nerves  are  rather  excited.”  The  final  movement 
depicts  the  composer’s  temporary  absorption  in  a  rustic  holiday,  until  rudely 
reminded  once  more  of  “indefatigable  Fate.”

The  biblical  music-drama  by  the  late  dean  of  French  composers  is  best  known 
by  the  beautiful  introduction  which  is  played  as  a  concert  number  tonight.  It  is 
characterized  by  a  lovely  violin  solo.

This  is  the  familiar  third  Love  Dream  in  A  flat  for  piano  solo.  It  has  been 
orchestrated  by  Jungnickel  whose  edition,  with  many  alterations  however  by 
Mr.  Hertz,  is  used  at  this  concert.

The  overture  opens  with  an  introduction,  the  first  note  being  the  trumpet 
call  which  plays  an  important  part  in  the  third  act  of  the  drama  of  the  Roman 
Tribune.  Rienzi’s  prayer  is  then  heard.  The  melody  sung  by  the  chorus  at  the 
end  of  the  first  act,  the  battle  hymn,  “Sancto  spirito  cavaliere.’  'and  Rienzi’s 
prayer  are  the  chief  material  used  in  the  overture.

PROGRAM  NOTES 


Oberon  Overture — Weber. 


“Oberon”  was  to  be  the  “swan  song-”  of  Karl  Mario  von  Weber,  best  known 
for  his  “Freischutz,”  and  as  operatic  composer  considered  the  direct  fore-runner 
of  Richard  Wagner  in  the  development  of  German  music-drama.  Disregarding 
the  warning  of  his  physician  that  he  must  live  quietly  in  a  sunny  climate,  Weber, 
already  weakened  by  consumption,  went  to  London  to  fulfill  his  contract  with 
the  Covent  Garden  Opera  to  conduct  the  first  twelve  performances  of  the  work. 
His  family  needed  the  money.  The  trip  doomed  Weber.  He  lived  to  complete  the 
opera  and  conduct  the  required  number  of  performances,  but  not  to  see  his  wife 
and  children  again.  He  died  as  he  was  preparing  to  leave  for  home. 

Unfinished  Symphony1 — Schubert. 

For  43  years  the  manuscript  of  this  treasured  symphony  reposed,  yellowed 
and  dust  covered,  in  the  possession  of  a  friend  of  Schubert.  Efforts  to  get  the 
work  performed  during  the  composer’s  life  had  failed.  In  1865  the  same  con¬ 
ductor  who  had  declined  40  years  before  to  produce  the  composition,  easily  per¬ 
suaded  its  custodian  to  let  him  have  it  for  a  Viennese  concert.  Now  it  is  rarely 
omitted  from  the  year’s  calendar  of  any  symphony  orchestra. 

Schubert  wrote  with  a  facility  exceeded  by  few  composers.  When  in  the 
creative  mood  he  tossed  off  page  after  page  of  manuscript.  Much  of  his  work  is 
lost  forever,  although  a  forgotten  Schubert  song  or  orchestral  manuscript  is  oc¬ 
casionally  unearthed  even  now.  Doubtless  among  the  lost  works  are  many  melo¬ 
dies  of  unearthly  charm  such  as  mark  this  inspired  tonal  masterpiece.

PROGRAM  NOTES- 

Carnival  Overture — Dvorak. 

This  overture  is  one  of  three  works  of  the  kind  which  were  written  to  he 
performed  together  with  the  titles  “Nature,  Life,  Love.”  Later  they  were  given 
the  titles  as  we  now  know  them,  “In  der  Natur,”  Op.  91,  “Carnival,”  Op.  92,  and 
“Othello,”  Op.  93.  While  the  three  overtures  are  linked  together  by  a  certain  un¬ 
derlying  melodic  theme  the  purpose  and  character  of  each  is  quite  distinct.  The 
overture  played  tonight  is  the  musical  expression  of  the  wild  mirth  of  a  Bohemian 
revel. 

Dance  of  the  Blessed  Spirits — Gluck. 

Gluck  was  a  native  of  the  Palantinate.  However,  his  life  and  his  music  were 
greatly  influenced,  first  by  Handel  and  later  by  Rameau.  He  lived  for  many  years 
in  Paris  during  the  eightenth  century,  where  most  of  his  best  operas  were  pro¬ 
duced.  The  number  played  tonight  is  from  “Orpheus.”  The  music  of  the  opera 
has  been  arranged  into  an  orchestral  suite  by  Felix  Mottl.

Impetuous  changes  of  mood — from  fire  to  languor — from  wooing  to  wild 
reveary — mark  these  rhythmic  caprices  in  which  the  mercurial  gypsy  tempera¬ 
ment  finds  expression. 

Though  light  in  character  beside  his  symphonies  and  lengthy  compositions 
for  chamber  music  programs,  they  are  authentic  products  of  his  genius. 

Scheherazade-Rimsky — Korsakow 

The  following  program  is  printed  in  Russian  and  French  on  the  title  page  of 
the  score: 

“The  Sultan  Schahriar,  persuaded  of  the  falseness  and  faithlessness  of 
women,  has  sworn  to  put  to  death  each  one  of  his  wives  after  the  first  night. 
But  the  Sultana  .Scheherazade  saved  her  life  by  interesting  him  in  tales  which  she 
told  him  during  one  thousand  and  one  nights.  Pricked  by  curiosity,  the  Sultan  put 
off  his  wife’s  execution  from  day  to  day,  and  at  last  gave  up  entirely  his  bloody 
plan.” 

“Many  marvels  were  told  Schahriar  by  the  Sultana.  For  her  stories  she  bor¬ 
rowed  from  poets  their  verses,  and  from  folk-songs  their  words;  and  she  strung 
together  tales  and  adventures.” 

The  programme  is  deliberately  vague.  The  titles  of  the  movements  give  all 
the  clue  there  is  to  the  contents.
